AN ORDINANCE amending the Thoroughfare 
Plan of the City Comprehensive ("Master") 
Plan by vacating an alley thereof. 


WHEREAS, a petition to vacate a public alley within the 
City of Fort Wayne (as more specifically described below) was 
duly filed with the City Planning Commission; and 

WHEREAS, said Commission duly held a public hearing 
thereon; and 

WHEREAS, said Commission has duly forwarded its 
recommendation to this body approving said petition, all in 
accordance with I.C. 36-7-4-512(2) and this body having held 
a public hearing on said vacation as provided in I.C. 36-7-4- 
12; and 

WHEREAS, this body concurs in the recommendation of the 
City Planning Commission. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the petition filed herein to vacate a 
public alley within the City of Fort Wayne, more specifically 
described as follows, to-wit: 

The 10 foot wide alley bounded on the West by Lots 

Numbered 398 and 407 in Hanna's Addition to the City of 

Fort Wayne, bounded on the East by Lots Numbered 397 and 

408 in said Hanna’s Addition, bounded on the North by 

West Jefferson Boulevard, and bounded on the South by 

Lewis. Street, said alley being more particularly 

described as follows, to-wit: 

Beginning at the Northeast corner of said Lot Number 407; 

thence Easterly, on and along the South right-of-way line 

of West Jefferson Boulevard, a distance of 10.0 feet to 
the Northwest corner of said Lot Number 408; thence 

Southerly, on and along the West line of said Lots 

Numbered 408 and 397, a distance of 205.47 feet (recorded 

205.35 feet) to the point of intersection of the West 

line of said Lot 397 with the North right-of-way line of 

Lewis Street; thence Westerly, on and along said North 

right-of-way line, a distance of 10.19 feet to the point 

of intersection of said North right-of-way line with the 

Fast line of said Lot Number 398; thence Northerly, on 

and along the East lines of said Lots Numbered 398 and 

407, a distance of 203.5 feet (recorded 199.5 feet) to 

the point of beginning.

The undersigned petitioners being all of the adjacent property owners, do hereby 
respectfully petition the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission to vacate the following 
alley with the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and hereby described in the attached 
legal description, Exhibit "A". 


In support thereof, your petitioners would represent as follows: 


l. That they are the only owners of real estate bordering both sides of the 
alley. 

2. That the alley 18 not necessary аз ingress or egress to other properties. 

3. That no person, firm, or corporation is interested in or affected by the 
requested vacation. 

4. That the maintenance of said alley is not necessary or advantageous to 
the growth of the City of Fort Wayne, and that it would be to the best interest 
of the City and the citizens thereof. 

5. None of the adjacent owners make claim for damages of any kind. 


Your petitioners file this petition pursuant to the authority granted in the 
Indiana Code, and provisions of the local ordinance, in order to complete the 
vacation as described. 


WHEREFORE, your petitioners all being of legal age and competent to do so pray 
that the above described alley be vacated according to the provisions of the 
Indiana Law pertaining thereto.

Petition: Joseph Christoff, Virginia 1. Christoff, 
Catherine S. Christoff, Joseph A. Christoff, 
and Thomas F. Druley, requested the vacation 
of a public alley. 


Location: The north-south alley east of Webster Street, 
between Jefferson Blvd. and Lewis Street. 

Status: Granted a "Conditional Approval" on July 27, 
1992. 


Staff sent a letter indicating the conditions 
that needed to be met on July 28th. Our 
records do not indicate that the conditions 
have been satisfied. 


On Jan. 6, 1993, staff again sent a letter 
indicating that the conditions were still 
unsatisfied, and that failure to respond by 
the 15th would cause the petition to be 
returned to the Plan Commission for 
reconsideration. 


Planning Staff Discussion: 


The staff does not recommend the vacation of any alley or easement 
unless the conditions addressing the need for replacement utility 
easement or relocations are satisfied as applicable. 


Recommendation: Do Not Pass for the following reasons: 


1) It is not appropriate for alley ways to be vacated unless 
replacement utility easements or relocations can be provided. 


In response to staff’s letter of Jan. 6th and follow up phone 
conversations, Mr. Christoff has elected to request a withdrawal of 
the vacation petition. Staff would support this request, and: 


Recommendation: Withdrawal as requested by the petitioner.
